A challenging criticism of American foreign 
relations during the past 20 years by a well- 
known novelist who claims that the Soviet 
menace has been grossly exaggerated by mili- 
tary and political propagandists. He advocates 
expansion of American capitalism and the pro- 
motion of economic cooperation between the 
US., Canada, and Latin America instead of 
continued aid which he contends we are giv- 
ing to disintegrating European empires at the 
expense of American relations with Asia and 
Latin America. He also advocates federation 
of European economies. Some of his ideas 
coincide interestingly with those expressed by 
Grenfell in his Unconditional hatred, to be 
listed in the January 15 issue. Controversial 
and thought provoking. 


Highet, Gilbert. Man’s unconquerable 
mind. Columbia, $2.75. Tenative date Jan- 
uary. 

Upholding the humanist tradition, a classical 
scholar reminds us of the invincibility of man’s 
mind that has survived barbarism, war, and 
tyranny in the past, and will continue to sur- 
vive, if only it is kept free. History is more 
than a bloodstained record, he suggests; real 
history is the history of man’s thinking and 
learning. In a time of world-wide struggle for 
men’s minds he surveys both the powers and 
limits of knowledge, and scans the threats to 
its future implied by nationalism, statism, and 
technology. With its easy elucidation of diffi- 
cult ideas, and genial charm, the book chal- 
lenges comparison with Matthew Arnold’s 
Culture and anarchy. 


Hunt, John. The conquest of Everest. Dut- 
ton, $6. January 25. 

The leader of the British group that attacked 
Mount Everest in May 1953 recounts with care 
the meticulous planning and preparations, and 
the progress of the expedition in its success- 


ful ascent. He pays special tribute to the men, 
both British and Sherpa, who worked to- 
gether so well, and to the contribution of all 
previous expeditions. Both Hunt and Hillary, 
who describes the reaching of the summit, 
write without dramatization or heroics but 
both make the reader share the exertion, 
tenseness, monotony, anxiety, and final joy. 
Appendixes give technical information on 
equipment.

In addi- 
tion to the excitement of staking the claim, 
finding financial support, operating the mine, 
and building a town nearby, the narrator also 
describes the mine’s effect on his family and 
his mother’s efforts as leader of the ladies’ 
faction that was determined to provide edu- 
cation for the children and to make the town 
a fit place for family living. Although the 
story ends with collapse of the project the 
pervading atmosphere is one of optimism and 
the story gives a sense of participation in a 
great venture.

He prescribes a foreign policy 
based on the psychology of the “long pull” in- 
stead of emergency. Although his observa- 
tions are both witty and trenchant, he never 
edges them with sarcasm or patronage.

Acknowledging the difficul- 
ty of attaining objectivity, the authors have 
backed their interpretation with opinions and 
records from public documents, contemporary 
press accounts, and interviews, as well as 
family papers. Of special interest to Wisconsin 
residents, the book is also a valuable record 
of an era in American politics, and of indi- 
vidual integrity and independence.
